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Colonials^ star signs with agent out of concern for family in Nigeria

GW men’s basketball center Yinka 
Dare withdrew from his spring semester 
classes Monday to enter the 1994 NBA 
draft. 

The 7-1 center decided not to 
complete his sophomore year and 
instead made himself eligible for the 
June 29 draft. 

Head coach Mike Jarvis announced 
Dare’s decision at an impromptu press 
conference in his office Monday. Dare, 
who moved out of Guthridge Hall 
earlier that day, did not attend the press 
conference and was unavailable for 
comment. 

AtMonday’s press conference, Jarvis 
said Dare’s decision surprised him. 
Jarvis, who said he learned of the deci- 
sion a week ago, said Dare would have 
lienefited from another year under his 
leadership. But it is inevitable for play- 
ers to leave at some point, he said. 

“I’ll miss him and I’ll miss the oppor- 
tunity to continue to be part. of his deve- 
lopment process, but at some point in 
lime, all of our children leave home, and 
Vinka has decided to leave home,” 
Jarvis said. 

Dare signed and now resides with 
Lany Gillman, a Connecticut-based 
iSait who also represents Portland 
^ailblazer Clifford Robinson. Gillman 
lives near Milford Academy, where 
Uare attended prep school. He told The 
Washington Post that he has known 
Hare for three years. 

Dare’s decision to sign with Gillman 
aiakes him ineligible to return to the 
Colonials. NCAA rules state that if a 
player withdraws from his school and is 
ttliosen by a professional team he does 
aot choose to play for, he is allowed to 
teium to his school within 30 days. But 


once a player signs with an agent, he 
cannot return to college basketball. 

Dare is making the move to profes- 
sional basketball to help his family in 
Kabba, Nigeria, Gillman told The Post. 
It has been speculated that Dare’s pick 
in the draft could land him a $1 million 
armual contract, which would ease his 
family’s financial situation and bring 
them to the United States. 

Dare’s teammates also learned of his 
decision last week. 

“I wish him the best. I’m sure he’ll do 
well, although he may start off slowly,” 
senior forward Marcus Ford said. “He’ll 
be missed ... It helped to have him as 
the last line of defense, but if he’s ready 
to go, then he should.” 

Senior point guard Alvin Pearsall 
said he was surprised by Dare’s deci- 
sion, but he respects it. “It won’t be too 
different without Yinka, (although) 
everyone will have to raise (his) level of 
play,” Pearsall said. “It will give the 
team more incentive. (The team) will 
come together to win again.” 

Likewise, many University admini- 
strators did not want to see Dare leave. 
GW President Stephen Joel Trachten- 
berg said it is unfortunate Dare chose to 
end his college career prematurely. 

The president, however, said interest 
in GW will not decrease because Dare 
has left. He said GW has become a “hot” 
school for several reasons, not just the 
strong athletic program. 

“To identify a single bean in a bowl of 
soup and say that it’s the cause of the 
flavor is ridiculous. GW existed before 
Yinka and it will exist after him,” Trach- 
tenberg said. 

Robert Chemak, vice president for 
student and academic support services, 
said GW was fortunate to have Dare for 


two years. “We’ve advanced quicker 
with him, and we’re in a better position 
to get recruits,” Chemak said. 

He added that the national attention 
GW received after its Sweet 16 appear- 
ance last year should continue for the 
next five years. The only short term 
difference, he predicted, would be a lack 
of national media coverage for GW 
games. 

“I think as returning players get 
another year of experience and new 
recruits step in, people will see that it’s 
possible to sustain success beyond one 
individual,” Chemak said. 

Sports Information Director Betsy 
Barrett agreed. “The team will miss him 
as a player and an individual, but we’ve 
got good recruits, and now another 
basketball scholarship is available to 
find someone else,” Barrett said. 

Dare’s move to enter the NBA draft 
will hurt the athletic department 
because it lost a national figure, but the 
public will always associate Dare with 
GW, she added. 

While money for his family may have 
influenced Dare’s decision, some 
guessed he may have wanted to avoid a 
possible rookie payroll cap, which the 
NBA could enact in 1995. 

The lack of big men in the NBA draft 
also could have been incentive for the 
265-pound center. If Dare goes to the 
draft, he will join 7-0 senior center Eric 
Montross from the University of North 
Carolina. 

Dare has only five years of court 
experience — three in organized 
basketball — but he has taken advan- 
tage of his raw talent for the game. He 
amassed the team’s highest point and 
rebound total of the year with 15.4 ppg

The history of sports is fully provided 
with images that come together to shape 
fans’ perceptions. There have been 
some great moments in sports when 
miracles have touched the lives of 
common men. 

Such thoughts conjure up memories 
of pitching a perfect game in the World 
Series. There have also been some dark 
days one would love to forget. 

Yinka Dare, a name that has become 
synonymous with the recent success of 
the GW basketball program, elected on 
Monday to forgo his remaining college 
eligibility and head for the pros. 

The decision sent shockwaves rever- 
berating across campas and beyond. 
Fans, both students and season ticket 
holders alike, expressed a vast array of 


emotions in response to the biggest 
news to hit the basketball program since 
the Sweet 16. 

Boston Celtics executive and GW 
alumnus Arnold “Red” Auerbach said 
he was surprised at the decision. While 
he could not downplay Dare’s contribu- 
tion to the Colonials because of his sheer 
size and bulk, Auerbach said he was 
uncertain the player was ready for the 
NBA. 

“The way he was built attracted a lot 
of media attention. It was a curiosity 
factor,” Auerbach said. 

Auerbach likened Dare’s plight to 
current NBA players and pointed out 
that most of them spent the extra time 
preparing in college. 

“Don’t think for one moment he is a 
great player. I don’t think he’s ready,” 
he said. “Now he’ll have another year or 


two of sitting around before he can be 
successful. If ever a kid needed another 
year in college, this is it.” 

Students were also startled by the 
news. “I’m really shocked and surprised 
that he has decided to leave GW,” junior 
Erica Goldstein said. “I think the basket- 
ball team is really going to miss him and 
not necessarily just because he’s a nice 
guy.” 

Along with the Colonials’ success 
came increased notoriety and exposure. 
The fans responded with an unprece- 
dented amount of interest. A school that 
has at times struggled to find a rallying 
point suddenly was united. 

“His presence has probably been the 
driving force behind the success. When 
we made it to the Sweet 16, everyone 
became a basketball fan,” Goldstein 
said. “People always talk about our lack 


of school spirit. It was a chance for the 
whole school to come together.” 

Dare’s impact has been great, but his 
departure will not necessarily squelch 
the excitement. Rather, his time has 
served to lay the foundation for the 
renewed vigor that characterizes the 
basketball program. 

“Enthusiasm around the program has 
increased. It has made great strides 
forward ever since Mike Jarvis got 
here,” said season ticket holder Steven 
Sitrin, who is director of the Marvin 
Center. “That excitement was here 
before Yinka. Now it will be different, 
but it will continue to grow. That’s the 
thing about college basketball — no 
one’s around for very long except the 
coaching staff.”

and 10.3 rpg. 

Dare was also named to the 1994 
Atlantic 10 Men’s Basketball All- 
Conference second team. He shattered 
GW’s all-time record for blocked shots 
with a career total of 140. 

In the 1993 basketball season, Dare 
again set the highest rebound mark with 
10.3 rpg for a total of 308 boards for the 


year. Dare was named 1993 Freshman 
of the Year by both Sports Illustratei 
and Basketball Weekly. 

Colonials assistant coach Ed Myeis 
first discovered Dare during a reemiting 
trip to Nigeria. His trip coincided will 
tryouts for the junior national team, 
which Dare had entered. 

Dare said in a November intervien 
that he liked the way Myers presented 
the offer to him. Dare also said he liked 
the coaches at GW, as well as the loca- 
tion and international student body. 

Before coming to GW, Dare speni 
one year of prep school at Milford 
Academy, guiding the team to a 22-i 
record.

the time of his stay at GW. He said tk 
exposure created during Dare’s tenure 
will help in the future through such areas 
as recruitment and scheduling. “We had 
a high profile player, and now we can 
reap a lot of benefits from that,” he said 


While Dare may have helped to create 
a sense of excitement about GW, some 
fans have questions about his ability to 
perform at the next level. Regardless of 
his size and strength, there have been 
times he has looked lost or confused. 


“He turned the program around and 
made men’s basketball the centerpoint,” 
freshman Jeff Carroll said. “But I don’t 
think he has all the skills yet. Another 
year of college would only help his 
future NBA career. There’s no competi- 
tion like college basketball.”

While he acknowledged the need foi 
the player to do what is best for himself, 
Schauss said he will miss the possibili- 
ties the future may hold. “I will miss the 
‘what if,’ ” Schauss said. “What ifk 
had stayed and matured for the next two 
years? We may have gone to the Final 
Four. We still may, but I’ll always 
wonder.” 


Carroll attended every home game 
this season, as well as three games on 
the road. He said Dare’s presence on the 
court and his quiet confidence stirred 
fan interest. “Next year won’t have the 
same excitement. There’s no replace- 
ment for this year. There will be an 
empty spot,” he said. 


Ultimately, Dare’s choice may be a 
blessing in disguise for the Colonials. 
His play enhanced the school’s reputa- 
tion and playing in the NBA wouH 
certainly add to that. In addition, the 
team will now get a chance to prove 
itself once again.

Staphurd said the officer, Manny 
Motta, 93, was rushed to the GW Hospi- 
tal, where he was pronounced decrepit 
on arrival. 

Staphurd said Fuzz Captain Antonio 
TacoGrande-took a confession Tuesday 
morning. “The student, who was origi- 
nally thought to be a man but later 
turned out to be a woman, admitted to 
stealing the dorm,” TacoGrande said. 
“But he refused to disclose the whereab- 
outs of the building.” 

TacoGrahde said the student told 
officers that he was holding the building 
in his pocket. But a strip search of the 
she-man concluded that Mitchell is too 
large to fit in a pocket and that a person's 
pockets can’t be searched if the pcrsonis 
naked.
